Upon this spot will bo erected a building
worthy of its wonderful surroundings and Illus-
trating the strength and influence of a great
journal and tho limitless opportunities this lie
publlo offers to genius and pluck.

' "1 he growth of The Would since Mr. Joeph
Pulitzer became its proprietor is the present
marvel of newspaper history. It Is only six
years since he assumed its ownership and man-
agement, and. from a daily circulation of le.s
than ten thousand, it issues from its mammoth
presses millions of copies a week, and in the
reversal of tho conditions which made it a
profitless enterprise, its income rears this mas-
sive pile. Starting in a field apparently full, tho

Throughout the building will bo suBtalneel in

perfect strength by wrought Iron pillars. Those
in the cellar, basement and flrst floor aro about
seven tons each in weight, the largest that were
ever turned out from any rolling-mil- l.

'Ihere will bo six elevators, giants in size and
very fast. One will carry the rcportorial and
eelltonal workers from tho ground floor to thoir
room' in tho dome.

Three others, in tho centre of the building,
will accommodate the tenants of tho olllces
above, and two others will he reserved for tho
employees in tho mechanical departments of tho
paper. Thev will bo on Frankfort street.

Provision lias been made for the accommoda-
tion or the myriad people who dosiro to see The
World made. There will bo visitors' galleries
iu the pressroom, lithographing and stereotyp-
ing rooms and the composing-room- .

From tho outside the building will be a thing
of beauty and a joy forever.
